Whales of the South Pole O 


No ocean has as many whales as the O 
Southern Ocean around the South Pole. O 
There are two main whale groups. The 
toothed whales are hunters that can dive 
to great depths in search of prey. The 
baleen whales have large, flat plates of 
whalebone hanging from the upper jaw. 
They fill their mouths with sea water and 
then squeeze the water out through the 
baleen plates and swallow the trapped 
food. This food is made up of tiny 
organisms called ‘plankton’. 


Generally, these whales swim away 
from the Pole as winter approaches. 
They migrate towards warmer tropical 
waters and will stay there while the 
female whales give birth. Then in the 
spring, they head towards the Pole 
again, to feed on the plentitul food 
during the summer months.
